TARIFF BILL 

A Bill reducing the duty on imports, and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 

Representatives-of the United States of 

< America in Congress assembled ; 

That from and after the first day of De- 
cember next, in heu of the duties heretofore 
imposed by law on the articles hereimafter 
mentsoned and on such jas may now be ex- 
empt from duty, there shall be levied, col- 
lected and paid, on the goods, wares, and 
merchandise herein enumerated and provi- 
ded for, imported from foreign countries, 
the following rates of duty—that is to say > 

On goods, wares and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule A, a duty of one hundred 
per centum, ad valorem, 

On goods, wares, and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule I, aduty of forty per cent 

On goods, wares, and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule B, aduty of thirty per 
centum ad valorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule C, a duty of twenty-five 
pe: centum ad yalorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule D, a duty of twenty per 
centum ad valorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule E, a duty of fifeen per 
centum ad valorem, 

On goods, wares, and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule F, a duty of fifteen per 
centum ad valorem, 

On goods, wares, and merchandise men- 
tioned in schedule G, a duty of five per cen- 
tum ad valorem, l 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, 
That from and after the first of December 
next, the goods, wares, and merchandise 
mentioned in schedule H, shall be exempt 
from duty 

Section 3. And be it further enacted, 
That, from and after the first of December 
next, there shall be levied, collected and 
paid on all goods, wares, and merchandise 
imported from foreign countries, and not 
specially provided in this act, a duty of 
twenty-per centum ad valorem. 

Section 4. And be it further enacted, 
That in all cases m which the invoice or en- 
try shall not contain the weight or quantity 
or measure of goods, wares, or merchandise 
now weighed or measured or guaged, the 
same shall be weighed, guaged or measured 
at the expense of the owner or consignee. 

Section 5. And be it further enacted, 
That, from and nher the first day of Decem- 
ber next, in lieu of the bounty heretofore au- 
thorised by law to be paid on the exporta- 
tion of pickled fish of the fisheries of the 
United States, there shall be allowed on the 
exportation thereof, if cured with foreign 
salt, x drawback equal in amount to the du- 
ty paid on the salt, and no more, to be as- 
certained under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 

Section 6. And be it further enacted, 
That all goods, wares, and merchandize im- 
ported after the passage of this act and 
which may be in the public stores on the 
second day of December next, shall be sub- 
ject to no other duty upon the entry the eof 
than if the same were imported respectively 
after that day. 

Section 7. And be it further enacted, 
That the 12th section of the act entitled ‘An 
Act to provide revenue from imports, and 
to change and modify existing laws imposing 
duties on imports, and for other purposes,’ 
approved August thirty, eighteen hundred 
and forty-two, shall be, and the same is herc- 
by so far modified, that all goods imported 
from thig side the Cape of Good Hope or 
Cape Hoin may remain in the public stores 
for the space of one year instead of the term 
of sixty days prescribed in the said section 

Section 8. And be it further enacted, 
That it shali be lawful for the owner, con- 
signee, or agent of imports which have been 
actually purchased, on entry of the same, to 
make such addition in the entry to the cost 
ur value given ta the invoice, as in Ins opin- 
jon may raise the samoto the true market 
value of such imports in the principal mar- 
kets ofthe country whence the importation 
shall have been made, orin winch the goods 
shall have been argiaally manulactured or 
produced, as the case may be ; and to add 
thereto all costs and chatres which under 
existing laws, would form part of the true 
ynlue at the port where the samo may be cn- 
tered, upon which the duties should be as- 
sessed, “Andi shall be thé duty of thé col- 
lector within whose ‘district the sime may 
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be imported or entered, Lo cause the dutiable 
value of such imports tobe appraised, esti- 
mated, and ascertainod in accordance with 
the provisions of existing laws ; and af the 
appraised yalue thereof shall exceed by ten 
per centum, or more the value so declared 
on the entry, then, in addition to the duties 
imposed by law on the same, there shall be 
levied, collected and paid, a duty of twenty 
per centum ad yalorem on such appraised 
value: Provided, nevertheless, That under 
ho culcumstances shall the duty be assessed 
upon an amount less than the invoice value; 
any law of Congress fo the contrary nol- 
withstanding, 

Section 9 And be it further enacted, 
That if, upon examination of any parcel, 
package or quantity of goods, of which an 
entry has been mado, the appraisers of the 
United States shall be of the opinion that 
the same are undervalued by the owner, 1m- 
porte:,-consignee or agent, with the anten- 
tron of defrauding the revenue of the United 
States, it shall be lawful for the collector 
within whose district the same may be en- 
tered, the sanction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury being obtained, if in his opinion, 
the same shall be advisable. to take such 
goods for the use of the United States. And 
such collector shall cause such goods to be 
sold at publicaction within'twenty days fiom 
the time of taking the same, m the manner 
prescribed by law for the sale of unclaimed 
goods ; and the proceeds of such sale shall 
be placed forthwith in the treasury of the 
United States, and such collector is hereby 
authorized to pay out of the accruing reve- 
nue, to the owner, importer, consignee or 
agent of the goods so taken, the value there- 
of as declared in the entry, and five per cen- 
tum upon such amount m addition thereto ; 
andthe said collector shall render to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, with(hns accounts 
of the customs, a statement showing the 
amount of moneys so paid, the amount of 
duties chargeable on goods go taken, and 
the amount of proceeds paid into the treasu- 
ry; and this section shall bein force until 
the first of July, 1848 upless otherwise di- 
rected by Congress. 

Section 10, And boit further enacted, 
That the deputies of any collector, naval of- 
ficer, surveyor, or appraiser who are not by 
existing laws required to be sworn shall, be- 
fore entering upon their respective duties, 
orif already employed, before continuing in 
the discharge thereof, take and subscribe 
an oath or affirmation faithfully and diligently 
to perform such duties, and to use their best 
endeavors to prevent and detect frauds upon 
the revenue of the United States; which 
oath or affirmation shall be administered by 
the collector of the pert or district where the 
said deputies or clerks may be employed, 
and shall be ofa form to bo prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury,
